Lines 


Increased and improved passenger 
service with a closer consolidation of 
government controlled lines in the 
West are reflected in the general 
change of train service on the Can- 
adian National Railways, effective on 
Sunday, June 27th, as announced by

On many lines, row served by a 
tri-weckly service ona littie better, 
the railway company will usher in 
a daily service.

The inauguration of a new thtough 
fast limited daily train between Wins 
nipeg and Vancouver is one of the 
many features of the summer time 
card. This train, to be known as the

Vital Statistics Low 


Large Families Going Out of Fash- 
ion in YOung Province 

The province of Saskatchewan, al- 
though young and still very much in 
the pioneer stage, with a mixed pop- 
ulation gathering from all quarters of 
the globe and including hundreds of 
thousands from Central and South- 
ern Europe, is not doing its duty by 
the nation, according to statician of 
the Bureau of Vital Statistics. Large 
families are going out of fashion, he 
says, according to his records of 
1917 and 1918, Registrations reveal 
that in the 21,695 families in the prov- 
ince in which a birth was registered 
in 1918, the average number of chil- 
dren to a family was 3.7. After mak- 
ing allowance for the death rate, the 
average number is below the standard 
required to maintain the population, 
and if immigration should cease, 
i there would be an actual decrease in 
population.

- When the. gas was struck, sixty 
feet of drill pipe and a man _ were 
thrown twenty feet in the air by 
the great pressure from the gas, and 
sand and water flew everywhere.
